ROBERT S. MCNAMARA SAID TONIGHT RUSSIA'S ANTIMISSILE DEPLOY- 
MENT HAS COMPELLED B I LL I ON- DOL LAR IMPROVEMENTS IN U. S. MISSILE 
FORCES. HE WARNED A FURTHER PUSH IN THE ARMS RACE BY THE SOVIETS 
WOULD BE "DANGEROUS AND EXPENSIVE." 

AT THE SAME TIME, MCNAMARA SPELLED OUT FOR CONGRESS HIS CASE 
AGAINST BUILDING AN ANTIMISSILE DEFENSE AT THIS TIME, BUT INDI- 
CATED ONE MIGHT BE DESIRABLE LATER FOR PROTECTION OF U. S. LANO-

PRESIDENT JOHNSON HAS SAID HE IS WITHHOLDING A DECISION TO 
BUILT A COSTLY ANTIMISSILE' SYSTEM, WHICH WOULD BE DESIGNED TO 
FEND OFF ONCOMING ENEMY WARHEADS, PENDING TALKS WITH RUSSIA ON 
POSSIBLE ARMS LIMITATIONS. 


MCNAMARA'S ANNUAL M I L IT AR Y POSTURE REPORT, MADE PUBLIC TONIGHT, 
LAID OUT HERETOFORE SECRET FIGURES ON AMERICAN MISSILE 
STRENGTH, AND EMPHASIZED THAT THE UNITED STATES WILL RELY ON 
OFFENSIVE WEAPONS, NOT DEFENSIVE, TO PREVENT NUCLEAR WAR. 

"IT IS OUR ABILITY TO DESTROY AN ATTACKER AS A VIABLE 20TH 
CENTURY NATION THAT PROVIDES THE DETERRENT, NOT OUR ABILITY TO 
PARTIALLY LIMIT DAMAGE TO OURSELVES," HE SAID.

MCNAMARA'S REMARKS CAME IN A 210-PAGE CENSORED VERSION OF 
HIS VOLUMINOUS REPORT, PRESENTED BEFORE THE SENATE ARMED SERVICES 
COMMITTEE AND DEFENSE APPROPRIATIONS SUBCOMMITTEE. 

THE DOCUMENT, POSSIBLY ONE OF THE MOST SIGNIFICANT GOVERNMENT 
PAPERS IN YEARS, WAS CLEAREO BY THE STATE DEPARTMENT WITH FULL 
KNOWLEDGE IT WILL BE CAREFULLY STUDIED BY THE SOVIET UNION. 

MCNAMARA ENVISIONEO ANY U. S. ANTIMISSILE DEFENSE AS MAINLY A 
FACTOR OF SAFETY IN HELPING THE NATION PRESERVE ITS"ASSUREO

SOURCES SAID MCNAMARA WAS REFERRING TO NO SINGLE TYPE OF

MCNAMARA ASSERTED THAT ANY ABM DEFENSE MIGHT BE OBSOLESCENT

THE PENTAGON CHIEF S A 1 0 THE UNITED STATES COULD SPEND UP TO 
$40 BILLION IN 10 YEARS ON AN ABM AND STILL SUFFER MILLIONS OF 
DEATHS IF A NUCLEAR ATTACKER CHOSE TO SATURATE SELECTED TARGETS 
WITH MANY WARHEADS. 
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AS A HEOGE AGAINST A POSSIBLE RUSSIAN REFUSAL TO HALT ABM 
WORK, THE ADMINISTRATION HAS INCLUDED $575 MILLION IN THE FISCAL

MCNAMARA BELIEVES, HOWEVER, U. S. MILITARY PLANNERS MUST 
ASSUME THE SECOND SYSTEM COULD ALSO REPEL AMERICAN WARHEADS WHICH 
[MIGHT BE LAUNCHED IN A NUCLEAR EXCHANGE. HE SAID RUSSIA MIGHT 
[HAVE A $20 BILLION TO $25 BILLION ABM DEFENSE IN PLACE BY 1972. 


MCNAMARA SAID THE SOVIETS MADE "A SERIES OF ABORTIVE 
STARTS" ON ANTIMISSILE SYSTEMS IN RECENT YEARS. THE CURRENT 
DEPLOYMENT IS BUILT AROUND THE "GALOSH" MISSILE WHICH WAS PUBLICLY 
DISPLAYED IN ITS TRANSPORT COVER IN 1964, HE SAID. 

MCNAMARA'S 26- PAGE SECTION ON STRATEGIC FORCES OFFERED AN 
ILLUSTRATION SHOWING THAT, WITH NO U, S. ABM SYSTEM, A HEAVY, 
SOPHISTICATED RUSSIAN MISSILE ASSAULT NOW WOULD KILL 120 MILLION 
AMERICANS. A U. S. STRIKE COULD CLAIM AS MANY RUSSIANS. 

EVEN ASSUMING THE UNITED STATES STRUCK FIRST, THE SOVIETS 
WOULD NEED SPEND ONLY $1 FOR EVERY $4 THIS COUNTRY PUTS INTO ABM 
DEFENSE IN ORDER TO HAVE THE COUNTERATTACK CAPABILITY OF KILLING 
40 MILLION AMERICANS, MCNAMARA CALCULATED. 

AND, HE AODED, IF THE SOVIETS WANTED TO MAINTAIN A HIGHER 
DETERRENCE" LEVEL OF BEING ABLE TO INFLICT 90 MILLION CASUALTIES 
EVEN AFTER BEING ATTACKED FIRST, THEY NEED ONLY MATCH EACH U. S. 

ABM DOLLAR WITH AN ADDITIONAL DOLLAR IN THEIR OFFENSIVE
